government has reaffirmed its faith 
in the new Russian democracy by 
loaning another hundred million dol- 
lars to the provisional government of 
Russia ROCS far to quiet the fear 
that Russia is ar the point of col- 
lapse. Secretary of State Lansing as- 
serts that the new government ot" 
Hussia is stronger today than it was 
a month ago and the loan of another 
•vast sum of money is concrete evi- 
dence of the United States' confidence 
in the outcome/

or by the recent race riots in East 
St. Louis or by the I. W. W. trouble 
in the west, so it is unjust to declare 
that al!

or some one said it coutd be bought 
cheaper somewhere else, back came 
the goods. There were delivery and 
express charges for some one to pay. 
Clerks had to take time to get the 
goods back into stock.

they were partly, spoiled by handling. 


People imagine this practice costs 


them nothing. 
But if goods have 


to be bold twice over, double the force 
of clerks is required and the public 
pays. 


This system has grown out of in- 


tense competition in retail trade. 
Merchants permitted

grow up that are unbusiness-like ami 
do not exist in other lines -of trade. 
wv>:i a commercial house sells a 
bill of goods, it is sold. 
Concerns 


that countermand 
orders are not 


considered good customers and some- 
times face lawsuits. 


The public will take any favor it 


can jcet, and it likes more time at 
home to hesitate and deliberate over 
purchases. But second thoughts may 
be no better than first. 
After a 


woman has returned a dress, she' 
may regret her 
decision a second 


time, and wish she had kept it after 
all. The government has called atten- 
tion to this practice as costly, and 
has asked that it be discontinued. 
People may well take all the time 
they want to consider purchases. 11 
clerks get impatient and huffy, let 
the public patronize places where the 
salespeople are more obliging. 
But 


when a purchase is made, it should 
be considered as a binding agree- 
ment unless defects appear in the 
goods, 
la such cases it is up to the 


seller to make good and supply an 
article that shall be as represented. 
Otherwise the return practice is cost- 
ly and should be stopped.

MANY OFFICERS AMONG 


PRISONERS NEAR VERDUN

Paris, Aug. 25 —One of the strik- 


ing phases of the Verdun-fighting on 
Monday was the large proportion of 
German officers captured. 201 heing 
taken with about 6,700 men. This 
is in sharp contrast with the num- 
ber of officers taken in the French 
attack last December. At that time 
208 officers and 11.000 men were 
captured. 
\ 
Three regiments forming the Ger- 


man Sixth Reserve Division were an- 
nihilated as fighting units, 
losing 


69 officers and about 2,800 men as 
unsonerg. This was a Brandenburg 
division. 
The newspapers recall that at the 


time of the great German attack last 
year several weeks elapsed before 
the Germans were masters of strong 
points west of the Meuse -which \he 
French took in a few days this week. 


KAISER'S FAVORITES 
CAPTURED BY FRENCH 


AT VERDUN ATTACK

On the French Front, Aug. 25.— 


Men from the German emperor's fav- 
orite unite from Brandenburg were 
captured in the latest French attack 
at Verdun. The prisoners taken in 
the preceding days comprise 1,14 o 
men and thirty officers of the twenti- 
eth regiment; 1,089 men and two of- 
ficers of the 
twenty-fourth, regi- 


ment; 55G men and seventeen offi- 
cers from the thirty-fifth regiment. 
The number of officers taken was 
surprisingly high, showing the mor- 
ale in the higher ranks also dimin- 
ishing.

100. The main body of Frenchmen 
dashed onward through Death Ra- 
vine and attained the objectives set 
by them after two hours.

places the advance reached a depth 
of 2,000 yards.
